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This Mockery Must Cease 


Fdmonton’s city council must tonight 
dispel the mockery of democracy which 
has on gage the Detwiler Miracle Mile 
pro; 


For nearly 10 months the public has 
endured the disquieting spectacle of a 
democratic body floundering pathetically 
in one mess of red tape after another, 
approving the development by majority 
votes but still bringing it no closer to 
fruition. 

In early January, L. E, Detwiler in- 
formally laid before council a scheme for 
resurrecting and stabilizing downtown 
property values, providing much-needed 
commercial accommodation, solving a 
large portion of our downtown traffic and 
parking problem, giving the city a badly- 
needed auditorium, and making Edmonton 
a world tourist mecca. . 

On February 23 he submitted a formal 
document outlining the four-block project 
and an agreement under which the city 
would become a partner in the $28,000,000 
development, receiving a share of net 
profits. 

Because the deal constituted a tax 
concession, in the strict legal sere, a 
charter amendment had to be sought. 

On February 27 council instructed 
commissioners to draft a proposed amend- 
ment. On March 13 aldermen approved, 
with only one dissenting vote—Ald. Mit- 
chell’s—the formal request to the legis- 
lature for authorization to negotiate with 
Mr. Detwiler on a tax concession basis. 

The legislative assembly was persuaded 
to wrap the project in a choking tangle 
of legalistic red tape. 

In early April the legislature approved 
the city entering a tax-concession deal for 
development of the city centre. But it 
made final signature conditional upon 

ublic hearings before the two-member 
ard of Public Utility Commissioners. 

It also said that, while the board had 
no veto power, nevertheless if it did not 
approve the proposed agreement after due 
deliberation, city council MIGHT then 
submit it to a vote of taxpayers in the 
game manner as a money bylaw. This 


would require a two-thirds majority for - 


approval, 

There followed a period during which 
the promoters, in collaboration with city 
representatives, drew up an agreement. 

Finally, on June 5, this draft was 
placed in aldermanic hands. On June 14 
its details were made public. 

A number of hectic special council 
meetings followed. 

Representations for and against the 
ae were made by various groups and 

dividuals. The Chamber of Commerce 
engaged Dean Andrew Stewart (now uni- 
versity president) to make a cold-hlecded 
economic analysis =f the agreement, and 
of the whole Cevelopment. He gt 
some chtnges, conditional upon which he 
put-his approval on the deal. 

Substantial changes were made along 
the suggested lines. 

Climaxing this phase of the marathon, 
ailing Mayor Parsons rose from his hos- 
pital bed for a couple of hours on July 13 
to cast his vote with the majority of 


council in favor of sending the draft 
agreement to utility commissioners for a 
public hearing. 

The 12-day hearing by that body ended 
August 18, with everyone who wanted to 
speak either pro or con accorded a free 
voice, No stone was left unturned by the 
board in its search for facts on which 
to base a decision. 

But when its findings were released on 
September 12—more than three weeks 
later—the public was appalled by a split 
decision, 

One commissioner said the Detwiler 
agreement was by no means in the best 
interests of Edmonton, and could never be 
made so, 

The other said. that, with some un- 
specified modifications, the Miracle Mile 
agreement would inure to the city’s lasting 
benefit. 

Thus there was actually no decision, 
although the board chairman was quoted 
as saying, “The agreement is not ap- 
proved.” 

Today, in spite of majority approval 
of the scheme by city council, and in spite 
of the fact that unofficial polls ‘have 
shown an overwhelming majority of the 
general public in favor of it, there is ap- 
2 still doubt that the matter will 

referred to a plebiscite. 

Pressure from selfish interests to kill 
the project is strong. 

It phases them not one bit that the 
utility commissioners both emphasized, 
over and over again during the public 
hearing, that tax concessions for this pro- 
ject were authorized by the legislature. 

They pay no heed to the fact that the 
only available estimates show that the 
city’s share of anticipated profits from 
the scheme is far more than would be its 
tax receipts if the project were on a full 
tax basis. 

This country is rooted in tax con- 
cessions. . 

The Hudson’s Bay Company was given 
a concession in land grants that even to- 
day staggers the imagination. 

The Canadian Pacific Railroad was 
pushed through to the Pacific coast, and 
the west opened up for development, on 
the basis of one of the largest concessions 
ever perpetrated. 

The list goes on interminably. 

This land was developed ON conces- 
sions—not despite them. 

Tonight, city council has no choice if 
it would pay even lip service to democracy. 

It must now, after almost 10 months 
of indecision, allow the city’s taxpayers to 
decide the fate of the Detwiler city centre 
project. 

That vote of taxpayers should be held 
separately from regular voting, in order 
that enemies of progress may not be al- 
lowed to confound any possible confusion. 

If the aldermanic board finds it im- 
possible to carry out a majority decision 
on a project which it believes to be in the 
city’s best interests, there is no answer 
but to return the matter to the grass roots 
of democracy, 


Stop Stalling the Traffic Survey 


Tonight's City Council meeting should 
bring an abrupt end to the lengthy stalling 
over a professional traffic survey. 

For more than a year, the Edmonton 
Bulletin has pointed out the urgent need 
for one—as distinguished from a mere 
traffic count—to determine origins and 
destinations of traffic flow in the city, 

It is now almost a year since admiris- 
trative circles first discussed the matter 
in tones indicative of early action. 

Since then, the need has grown enor- 
mously. 

Various civic officials and organiza- 
tions have said, without equivocation, that 
one is essential. 

Town Planner Noel Dant is on public 
record with the statement that his depart- 
ment is stymied by lack of one. He simply 
does not have available information on 
which to base an intelligent projection of 
the city’s future needs. 

Acting Mayor Hanna’s personal opin- 
fon, also on public record, is that before 
anything further is done toward con- 
version of the High Level bridge, a com- 
petent traffic survey should be taken. 

Some quarters point to current train- 
ing of two civic employes in traffic work, 
as though that were the answer to Mr, 
Dant’s problem, 

But in the next breath, the same 
sources admit that “authorities may have 
to be imported from time to time to ad- 
vise the city on various technical ques- 
tions.” 

Surely the need for that importation is 
painfully obvious. 

Not only is future planning of the city

most badly needed, but Edmonton taxpay- 
ers face the prospect of having to vote on 
a Pig in a poke on November 1. 

hey will probably be asked to approve 
borrowing several million dollars for con- 
verting the High Level bridge to four-lane 
upper deck traffic, without having any 
alternative available, 

Numerous citizens share Acting Mayor 
Hanna’s personal sentiment when he says 
he isn’t adamantly opposed to converting 
the bridge. He just wants to be sure Ed- 
monton gets the best possible value for 
money spent on the job. 

Modifying the structure might be good 
value if the cost were in the $500,000 to 
million dollar range.

How, many are asking, can we be sure 
of getting sound value for the expenditure 
unless-competent professional information 
is available, indicating that addition of two 
more lanes at still-unspecified cost is going 
to solve our traffic problem most effici- 
ently? 

There is stil time between now and 
election time for the city to engage a com- 
petent firm of traffic engineers to answer 
that question for 

For an cnentiins not exceeding $15,- 
000, bottlenecks in town planning can also 
be removed, and Mr, Dant can get on with 
his rapidly ballooning task. 

This is the time for immediate action 
by our elected representatives—TONIGHT.

cause while we will be deploying 
our resources against the Ger- 
mans, in the end the real victors 
may be the Russians.

As far as I am aware, the 
West has no practical realistic 
policy in this crucial matter. In 
the face of this threat to our 
security, the lack of foresight 
of our leaders is indeed astonish- 
ing.

SHEDIAC, N.B.—It has nodth- 
ing whatever to do with lobsters, 
our subject for today, but I'm 
reminded of the time Miss Yvette 
Dare, the exotic-type dancer, in- 
troduced me to her parrot, Lip- 
stick, a splendid-looking bird who 
used to fly out from the wings 
to centre stage and unfasten a 
garment, loosely described as a 
sarong, worn by Miss Dare. 

‘This was always an agreeable 
sight and I enjoyed it for several 
years, "Then I was introduced 
backstage to Lipstick and found 
her to be an ill-mannered and 
most untidy fowl Somehow the 
act never seemed the same to me 
from that day. 

What has this to do with lob- 
sters? Simply that an old and 
deep affection for the flesh of 
the crustacean has been sorely 
tried by meeting several hun- 
dred lobsters, as it were, back- 
stage. 

The visitor's taste buds are 
apt to throw up their hands in 
orror on beholding lobsters en 
masse, green-brown and down- 
right vicious, crawling about, 
like a nightmare, in layers four 
deep. 


Overdose 
Of Lobster 


His gastronomic memory of the 
delicacy may be impaired for 
life by the sound of lobsters be- 
ing consigned to a boiling pot, 
with a farewell vocal effect too 
horrible to describe. 

Moreover, if he is visiting 
Shediac, where people keep 
breaking boiled lobsters in .two 
and eagerly shoving them at him, 
the visitor may reach the satura- 
tion point and turn a pale olive 
color at the mention of the word. 

A great many people in Shedi- 
ac are just getting over this un- 
happy condition, induced by the 
town's annual Lobster Festival, 
an affair at which citizens and 
visitors enjoy a gala show, crown 
a queen and, above all else, eat 
lobster until they reach the snap- 
ping point. 

During the three-day festiv- 
ities there are three lobster- 
eating sessions of four hours 
apiece. In between these feats 
the celebrants keep In trim with 
oysters and the hard-shelled 
clams known as Quahaugs, The 
affair has been held two years 
now and, to everybody's aston- 
ishment, there have been no 
casualties, 


They Weren't 
Always Sought 

Some of the world’s finest lob- 
sters come from the waters of 
Northumberland Strait between 
Prince Edward Island and the 
mainland, on which Shediac is 
located. Although lobsters may 
be trapped the year round, the 
season here runs from August 
10 to October 5, dates blandly 
overlooked by a few furtive 
lobster-leggers who operate their 
own tiny illegal canneries along 
the coast.

Some of Shediac’s non- 
egenarians can remember when 
nobody would dream of actually 
eating a lobster and they sold at 
half a cent a pound for fertilizer. 

Jacques Cartier, writing in his 
diary of a trip to these parts, 
described lobster so thick they 
had to crawl over each other 
three and four deep (like Toron- 
to pedestrians) to move about. 
Another early tourist saw some 
with “a claw or snapper so large 
that it will hold a pint of wine.” 


Barnacled Brute 


Of 11 Pounds 

The biggest I saw today when I 
visited one of the large packing 
plants near Shediac was a bar- 
nacled brute of 11 pounds, The 
kind that the good citizens kept 
thrusting at us ran about a pound 
and the first four or five were 
delicious, After that you're apt to 
lose your girlish laughter. 

The lobsters are kept alive in 
large tanks fed by salt water 
(they succumb in fresh) and are 
sorted out by fearless gents who 
stomp in high rubber boots 
through a mass of snapping 
claws and lift out the victims 
with a trick grasp from the rear. 

They are then boiled in vats 
and sold on the premises to 
tourists at 45 cents a pound or 
de-shelled and packed in eans 
for export. 

This particular outfit special- 
izes in air-expressing live lob- 
sters, packed in ice between 
layers of seaweed, anywhere in 
North America. I neglected to 
enquire what procedure the re- 
cipient is supposed to follow, 
but I expect to find out later 
since I've sent my boss a couple 
of large and mean-looking speci- 
mens, ® 


Sold In 


Canteens 
Shediac abounds in open- 
counter “canteens” run by col- 
orful Acadians (nearly all the 
lobster business is done by 
French-Canadians) and very few 
tourists get through the place 
without gorging themselves. 
At the snug basin for the lob- 
ster boats I met Arthur Pellerin, 
a 27-year-old fisherman in peak- 
ed cap and turtleneck sweater. 
“They do not want to get to 
the top, like you or J,” Arthur 
explained, “They wish only to 
get to the bottom. But until they 
grow the shell they must swim 
about and become a quick lunch 
for every fish in the sea. Not one 
in a hundred escapes. If they do 
escape then we are after them.” 
Lobsters grow by moulting, 
struggling free of one shell, in- 
cluding the claws, and hanging 
around nakedly until its new 
and larger armor-plate begins to 
grow. Mating usually takes place 
within a few hours after the lady 
lobster has a new outfit. 
Clothes aren’t everything, as 
my wife sometimes says, but they 
help.
